GLOOMY AGAIN. 


THE HORIZON OVERCAST WITH WAR-CLOUDS. 
[By Cable to The Chicago Tribune. } 
Loxpon, April 25—5 a. m.—The illness of 
both Prince Bismarck and Prince Gortscha- 
koff cannot fail te affect unfavorably the 
negotiations fora meeting of the Congress 


on a comproniise basis. It is even stated 


that all efforts at mediation have failed, and 
that there is less hope of a peaceable solu- 
tion of the Eastern question than there was 
two weeks ago. n 

FEELING IN VIENNA. 

Your Vienna correspondent telegraphs 
that the feeling there is that war between 
England and Russia is inevitable, but that 
Austria will maintain an armed neutrality. 
The negotiations for withdrawal of the Rus- 
sian troops and the English fleet from the 
vicinity of Constantinople might have been 
successful but for 

AN UNEXPECTED OBSTACLE. 
It was found that Germany could guarantee 
that Russia would respect the lines of de- 
marcation until the close of the Congress, 
and there was little doubt that England 
would do so; but it was found that, should 
Congress prove a failure, Russia 
would be unable to resume her pres- 
ent military position from the fact 
that Turkey would have a powerful army of 
not less than 100,000 men defending the 
ap es to Constantinople. No means 
could devised for guaranteeing that the 
Turks would allow the Russians to reoccupy 
the present lines, and therefore these nego- 
tiations are temporarily in abeyance, It has 
been simultaneously necessary 
TO ARRANGE THE TERMS 
upon which the Congress should meet, and 
to settle the line of demarcation in case of 
the withdrawal of the troops and fleet, but 
since England insisted upon her original 
demand for the submission of the whole 
treaty of San Stefano, and since Russia has 
shown no signs of yielding on this point, 
there is little reason to hope for any agree- 
ment. Russia and Roumania are already 
ON THE VERGE OF HOSTILITIES, 
and there is severe fighting going on in Rou- 
melia between the Russian troops and a large 
body of Turkish irregulars; so that the sit- 
uation is not very promising for Russia. 
Even if the Congress should meet, it does 
not insure the certainty of a peaceful settle- 
ment, and the opinion is gaining ground that 
war between Russia and England cannot be 
avoided, although many weeks may pass be- 
fore hostilities actually begin. 


JHE ADJUSTERS. 
LITTLE PROGRESS MADE. 

Lonpon, April 24.—Though the principle of 
the withdrawal of tne Russians and English 
from the vicinity of Constantinople has been 
accepted, the knotty point as to the dis- 
tance to which each force shall retire 
continues to be discussed, and the diffi- 
culties in the way of such solution are so great 
that many foreign critics believe an arrange- 
ment is hopeless, while the Pali Mat Gazette 
and other Euglish journals characterize the 
proposal as a Bismarckian joke. The Times, 
however, believes that, the principle being ac- 
cepted, the adjustment of the details ought not 
to be impossible. 

BISMARCK WORKING. 

The Times also says that it is informed Bis- 
marck is still making efforts independently of 
those relating to a retirement of Russian troops 
and British ships from near Constantinople, to 
find a basis for the meeting of thé Congress. 

: GLOOMY PROSPECTS. 

Sr. Pererspure, April 24.—The Golos, com- 
menting upon the proposal for the withdrawal 
of the British fleet and Russian troops from the 
vicinity of Constantinople, says: We cannot 
see any indications of an understanding. The 
negotiations only enable Engiand to actively 
continue her preparations for war. It is de- 


sirable, therefore, that means be speedily 


found in Berlin to compel England to make her 

real intentions Known, as the present uncer- 

tainty weighs heavily upon Europe and Russia. 
NEGOTIATIONS CONTINUB. 

Lowpos, April 2—5 a. m.—Despite some 
sensational announcements, such as that media- 
tion has failed, and professedly pfivate infor- 
mation that war is inevitable, advices re- 


cieyed from all authentic sources 
merely show that negotiations continue. 

A correspondent at St. Petersburg says the 
proposal to withdraw the troops from Constan- 
tinople seems to find more favor in military 
than political circles. Prince Gortschakoff bas 
been confined to his bed since Monday, and 
serious apprehensions concerning him are felt. 
His fever increases, and his physicians fear it is 
typhus. | 

A special from St. Petersburg announces that 
Gen. Todleben arrived at San Stefano on Tues- 
day. 

4 THE TURKISH PROGRAMME. 

A Vienna correspondent telegraphs that the 
Porte, in the event of the withdrawal of the 
Russians and English, intends to breserve 
complete liberty of action, and will not 
bind itself not to impede their return. 
Even where such promises exactéd, its value 
would be doubtful. The only guarantee Turkey 


can give not to assist either side would be to 


dismantle the Turkish forts and remove the 
Turkish army from Constantinople. But the 
Turks could not consent to such a measure. 
This last stumbling-block to a military compro- 
mise between England and Russia is deemed 
difficult to overcome or avoid. 

WILL WITHDRAW. 

A Pera dispatch says it is stated that the Rue- 
sians will commence their withdrawal after the 
grand review on Monday. 

DISAGREE. 

A Vienna special says Russia stipulates that 
if war is declared after her troops are withdrawn 
to Adrianople, they shall have six days allowed 
for their return, and England is only disposed 


to graut three. 
AUSTRIA. 


The fresh outbreak of hostilities in Roumelia 
has at last aroused Austria to consider means of 
defense. The occupation of Bosnia is deemed 
advisable on military grounds, although the 
adoption of the measure is by no means certain. 

REFUSAL. N 

Lonpon, Abril 24.—A Vienna correspondent 
states that Germany has refused to guarantee 
a nne of demarcation in the event of the Eu- 
glish and Russian withdrawal from before Con- 


stantinople. 
CONCILIATORY. 


Sr. PeTerspure, Avril 24.—The Agence Russe 
says: “If the disposition everywhere is as con- 
ciliatory as here, there is reason to hope for a

ITALY. 


Roms, April 24.—The Fanfulla states that 
Italy has notified Engiand of her disposition to 
support the latter’s demand concerning the lay- 
ing of the treaty before the Congress, provided 
England states her views in regard to the sys- 
tem to be introduced in Bulgaria.

BULGARIA. 
ANARCHY. 

Loxpon, April 24.—The situation in Bulgaria 

is regarded as very significant, and some papers 
believe it may accelerate the course of negotia- 
tions. It is manifest that the Bulgarians are 
taking terrible revenge for the Turkish out- 
rages of 1876, and the whole country may fall 
again into a condition of anarchy, rapine, and 
blood-thirsty reprisals. The Mussulmans 
are goaded to despair by the tyranny of their 
former victims, The country is full of refugees 
from scattered armies and disbanded garrisons 
of Turks. These forma nucleus of insurrec- 
tion, and they are joined by the inhabitants of 
Mussulman villages, and carry on a guerrilla 
warfare against native Christians and Rus- 
sian troops. Thus, though peace -is 
nominally established in the East, an- 
archy reigns in Bulgaria as it did before the 
war. The insurgents are not fighting for Tur- 
key against Russia, but, as they say, are fighting 
only for their own lives and honor. Ihe Rus- 
sian troops are the only organized force in the 
country, and the task of repression of the dis- 
turbances falls on them. Regarding the situa- 
tion, the Times says: “While Europe is 
negotiating about securing the biess- 
ings of peace and fredom to Eastern lands, 
Christians and Mussulmans in Bulgaria are fly- 
jug at each other’s throats. The whole country 
south of the Balkans, notwithstanding the 
presence of the Russian army, is in the condition 
which shocked Europe and convulsed England 
two years ago. Russia, for the moment, seems 
powerless, as Turkey was, andit is time Europe 
should again attempt to do, collectively, what 
no single Power can do alone.”’ 
A San Stefano correspondent represents that 
the reports of a Mussulman rebellion are merely 
due to the acts of scattered bands of marauders. 
The truth is probably midway between this and 
the previous statements. 

A Vienna dispatch says the revolt is spread- 
ing ali along the eastern valleys of the River 
Arda and its tributaries. ° 


INCIDENTAL. 
RUSSIAN PRIVATEERS. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

New York, April 24.—A special from Lon 
don says a St. Petersburg correspondent tele- 
graphs that sixty-five officers and masters of 
the Russian navy have sailed forthe United 
States. In the event of war with Engiand, 
these officers will take command of ves- 
sels purchased in and crews recruited 
from the United States. This 
brings the Washington Government face to face 
with the great question of the international duty 
towards the two great nations. 

Moscow, April 24.—A public meeting was 
held to-day for collecting subscriptions for the 
cruiser flotilla. It was resolved that the Gov- 
ernment of ‘each Province should fit one cruiser. 

WILL ATTEND CHURCH IN CONSTANTINOPLE. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, April 24.—The Grand Duke 
Nicholas has informed the Porte and the Greek 
Patriarchs that a number of Russian officers 
and men will attend divine service at Constan- 
tinople Sunday. The Grand Duke requests that 
a number of the Greek churches may be availa- 
ble, so the soldiers can be distributed among 


them.

M’LIN’S STORY. 
MR. HEWITT’S OPINION. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasnmorox, D. C., April 24.—Abram 8. 
Hewitt, late Chairman of the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee, and Tilden’s manager, has 
conversed to-day freely relative to the alleged 
confessions of McLin and Dennis! Hewitt ex- 
pressed the followirg views: His only informa- 
tion was dcrived from the morning dispatches. 
When McLin was here he was brought to Hewitt, 
and said he was ready to confess, but Hewitt 
would have nothing to do with it, as, if he did, 
and the confession was made, it would be charg- 
ed that it had been bought. Hewitt always be- 
lieved there was fraud in Florida. The Louis- 
iana question had more complications, and even 
if it could be proved that the returns were 

NOT PROPERLY COUNTED, 
it would be difficult to show whether the re- 
turns themselves were correct. Indeed, he be- 
lieved that President Grant was about right 
when he said that there had not been any honest 
election in Louisiana for twenty years. As to 
Florida, Hewitt had been convinced there was 
fraud from the first. There were many things 
be knew that could not be proved. He was 
confident that Jay Gould sent amessenger to 
Florida after the election with $20,000, but 
could not prove it. Gould. evidently expected 
that the Pacific railroads would be taken care 
of, but he was fooled,as everybody else has 
been that had anything to do with the Admin- 
istration. Tilden, Hewit® thought, occupied 
the best position. Hewitt declared that the 
Republicans had , 

SENT AWAY FROM FLORIDA 
many who would be able to give testimony, 
and instanced the case of a Spaniard who had 
been employed in the Custom-House, and who, 
he charged, had been connected with securing 
300 fraudulent votes at Key West, and who had 
been madc Consul in the East Indies. Hewitt’s 
opinion was that the House Judiciary Com- 
mittee, if the fact of the confession is verified, 
should immediately summon McLin and Dennis, 
and ascertain the truth. If the Committee has 
not the power the House would give it. He 
thought the Republicans would not oppose this. 
As for the ultimate Hewitt thorght the in- 
vestigation would only. ashe called it, vindicate 
the truth of history, and give Tilden bis proper 
place. The Supreme Court, if the case was 
brought to them, would decide the subject was 
closed, and would stand accordingiy to the 
doctrine of stare decisis. 

SENATOR JONES, 

of Florida, referring to the alleged confessions 
of the Florida Republican Electors, says he be- 
lleves the confessions are true. He received 
private advices notifying him that the confes- 
sions were to be made. Other persons who 
have arrived here from Florida say that this 
fact has been privately known in political cir- 
cles there for some days. Anagentof Tilden 
appears to have been working there very se- 
cretly. Senator Jones says McLin had been 
appointed to a Mexican Consulate, which he 
had for some time, and was subsequently nom- 
inated to the United States Judgeship in Ari- 
zona, but the Senate refused to confirm him. 
This action, Senator Jones believes, has had 
something to do with McLin’s confession. Sen- 
ator Jones states that he intends to bring the 
subject tothe attention of the Senate at an 
early day, and will move for an inquiry. 
THE CONFESSION. 

The following copy of McLin’s confession has 
been received here, and is now in the hands of 
a prominent member of Congress: 

As a member of tne late State Board of Can- 
vassers of the State of Florida, I feel impelled by 


a sense of duty to myself and justice to others to 


make the following statement: At the time the 


canvass was made I was not conscious of acting 


otherwise than right and —— lentered upon 
the canvass with the conviction that it was my 
privilege and duty, in a political sense, to give 
the benefit of every doubt in favor of the 
Republican party. I felt that, when a question 
could be decided either way without doing vio- 
lence to a public sense of iustice, it was 
FAIRLY ALLOWABLE IN POLITICS 
that I should always lean to my own party, and 
give my decision in ite favor, even at the hazard of 
straining a point. Atno time did I feel that I oc- 
cupied the position of a Judge charged 
with the . duty of a strict and nice 
weighing and —2 ee | of all the evidence pre- 
sented. Looking back nowto that time, I feel 
that there wasa combination of influences tha 
must have operated most powerfully in blindi 
my judgment and swaying my action. I had been 
for many years, and was at the time of the canvass, 
avery active partisan. I sincerely thought 
that our State and the nation would 
suffer irreparable inju if the 
Democratic party were to obtain the Presidency, 
and the volicy of hatred to the negro, and those 
who had been the friend of the negro, should ob- 
tain control at Washington. It was the common 
and unanimous talk, also, that the very existence 
of the men in the South who had upheld the Re- 
publican 5 depended upon the election 
of Mr. layes.

Committee, expressed the desire of the majority 
of that Committee that the bill should be acted on 
without reference, and passed. 

Mr. Hartridge, another niember of the Judiciary 
Committee, said the four members of the Commit- 
tee who had voted against the reference had re- 
served to themselves the right to vote in the House 
against reference. | 

Mr. Knott, Chairman of the Judiciary Commit- 
tee, said that N the last Congress he had 
given much time to the consideration of the sub- 
ject, and had then deen in favor of the bill sub- 
stantially the samo as the pending bill. He there- 
fore favors the passage of the bill as it came from 
the Senate. 

Mr. Stenger, another member of the Judiciary 
Committee, declared himself in favor of the pas- 
3 of the bill without delay. 

r. Lapham, another member of the Judiciary 
Committee, stated that, although he was iu favor 
of the bill, and expected to vote for it, he thought 
that a bill of such magnitude and importance 
should take the usual eourse, and be referred to 
the Judiciary Committee. 

Mr. Conger, another member of the Juaiciary 
Committee, made a similar statement. 
Mr. Caswell, member of the Pacific Railroad 
Committee, stated that the Committee had hada 
similar bill under consideratick, and was in favor 
of reporting it to the House. 
Mr. Cox (N. T.) then addressed the House in 
advocacy of the bill. 
Mr. Hartridge also supported the bill. 
Mr. Phillips opposed the reference of the bill, 
and advocated its immediate 1 Hie spoke 
of it as a bill that was eminently just, and that it 
would not cripple the companies. 
Mr. Garfield was anxious to know whether the 
bill was so constructed as to stand the pressure of 
the courts, and to accomplish its objecta. In all 
previous legislation on the same subject the Gov- 
ernment had been invariably beaten before the 
courts. 
Mr. Cox reptied that the bill was drawn by an 
eminent lawyer in the Senate, and had received the 
approval of an ex-Judge of the Supreme Court. 
They thought that the bill would hold water in 
any court, and he would not set up his judgment 
against them. 
Mr. Price said if he was called upon to vote on 
the bill in its present shape he would vote for it. 
but with regret, because he thought it ought to be 
considered by the Judiciary Committee. He un- 
dertook to say, without fear of successful contra- 
diction, that the fourth and fifth sections could be 
interpreted to mean two diametrically different 
things, and would open the door for just such lit 
gation as has taken place in the courts in regard 
to those corporations. 
Mr. Butler remarked that the bill has been dis- 
cussed for weeks in the Senate, but that it had 
been a discnasion of generalities: there had been 
no such discussion of it as it would receive in the 
House under the five-minute rule. He would add 
his prediction to that of the gentleman from lowa 
(Price), that the bill would not hold wafer. 
The men who drew it had been fear- 
ful that it wonld not hold water be- 
cause they leyvielated how the courte should 
decide. If be were a Judge he would sav the Leg- 
islative and Judicial Departments of the Govern- 
ment are independent, and you cannot legislate 
what I shall do or what I shali say unless, said he. 
the action of last winter hus debased and debauch- 
ed the Supreme Court far below what I believe it 
is and ought to be and ever has been. The Court 
will throw thie bill back in your face, and 
say you cannot legislate. so; for you it is lex 
J acere, for us it is ter dicere. Make 
the law and we shall determine under the Consti- 
lution What it is. But that is not the question 
now. You will remember that I stood here a 
snort time ago, one of an overwhelming majority 
of the House in the matter of remon- 
etization of silver, and that a panic 
seized the majority then jast as, it has scized 
it now, and they would not hear to a single 
amendment to that bill. They said, let us take 
what we can get, and get what we can afterwards. 
That was the cry of the majority of three-fourths 
of this House. I said, stop and consider. Let us 
see if this is the only bill you can pass on this eud- 
core this Congress; let us cet it as perfect as human 
ngenuity and human learning can devise; but the 
answer was, the bill was adopted in the Senate, 
and the Senate has got it * right, and men rush- 
ed Uke sheep over a wall withont any leader, for 
they had no leader, —rushed to pass that Silver bil), 
— 4 like the Dead Sea fruit, it has turned to ashes 
on your lips, and is not worth, for the pur- 
pose for which it was passed, the pa- 
— on which it was printed. The gentleman 
rom New York (Cox), who is now so aenxiots 
to pass this bill without a word being said, except 
what he has written and printed to be said. kept 
this whole House all day yesterday in arguing a 
bill after it was passed, kicking a dead horse, and 
his thesis was the danger of passing a bill involy- 
tag 97, 000, 000 without debate, and yet be telis us 
bill involves $150, 000,000, and we are not to 
debate it at all, for an hour's debate is nothing. 
Now I venture to say, and put it to the conscience 


of every man of you, that there is not a man of 
you who knows what is in the bill that you are 
going to vote for, —not one.

Mr. Dickey—Are you in favor of a’sole measure 
requiring the settlement of the indebtedness of 
thése companies? 

Mr. Butler—I am. . 

Mr. Dickey—Does not the gentleman believe 
that these companies will litigate any measure that 
that Congress may pass, and will they not fight us 
in every effort to bring about settlement? 

Mr. Butler—That question, when resolved into 
its simple elements, 1s this: Do I believe that these 
railroads belong to men, and selfish men? I do. 

Mr. Dickey—So that any action by Congress will 
be litigated by them and defeated if possible. 

Mr. Butler—It you had seen, as they have seen. 
Congress pass year after year laws which, when- 
ever brought before the Supreme Court, were de- 
clared to be utter nullities. you would be en- 
couraged to keep on in litigation, and if Congress 
passes this law involving many millions of property 
without even referring it for revision to 60 poor a 
committee as I have the honor to be on, then I 
should advise these companies, if they asked my 
opinion, to litigate it. should say to them, We 
have never considered that bill; nobody in the 
House knew anything about it; there were not ten 
lawyers in the House who had read the bill at the 
time they voted forit, and they knew nothing 
about it, and when the courts come to consider it 
the courts will say. We can deal with this law be- 
cause it was passed without debate, it was passed 
without examination by any committee of the 
House, and we therefore are at liberty to use our 
judgment on it. Now. I say, do yon want to vote 
‘* wild justice and confiscation f Are these 
railroad Gompanies oben to that? There are 
a great many things that can be objected 
against them. They are very open to objection, 
and their acts are not well. It is objected to them 
that they have paid no money into the Treasury of 
the United States, as they were required by law. 
Why? Because the Supreme Conrt of the United 
States said there was nothing in the act re- 
quiring them to pay it. Do you expect anybody 
to pay money that is not due, and which the Su- 

reme Court of the United States says is not due? 

"ou say they now shall pay it in. You can say 
that, but I will tell you what I want. I want, if 
possible, to have such a bill passed that you can- 
not trot a coach and four through in double har- 
ness. That is the kind of a bill I want. 1 want 
to test the legal knowledge in this House upon it, 
and there are some as good lawyers on the other 
side of the House as there any- 
where in the land. 1 want their 
examination of this bill. Something 
been said about its having been examined bp the 
Judiciary Committee. It was never read in the 
Judiciary Committee, and no session of the Com- 
mittee was ever held iu which its provisions were 
discussed for an hour; no, notfor a moment. 
Therefore it stands here without any examination. 
What is the use of these 280 men here if we are to 
vote a bill just as the Senate sends it to us? Where 
is the old Democratic cry forthe independence of 
the ilouse, and against the property body of the 
Senate? Why will you lie down before the Sen- 
ate, and a Kepublican Senate too, like whipped 
spaniels, whenever the Senate passes a bill? The 
Senate sent you a Silver bill, and you gobbled it as 
a duck would a frog. (Loud laughter.] The Sen- 
ate sent you a Fbunding bill, and you jumped at it 
as you would at the dictates of your candidate for 
the Presidency. 

Now I want to say a word about this Pacific Rail- 
road. This country owes ‘it a debt of gratitude, 
even if it should run away to-morrow with all that 
it has received. Il know that some of you on the 
other side do not feel that debt of gratitude as 
strongly as I do, but in 1862 it was a little dark up 
here, and it was still darker on the Southern bor- 
der. A cloud no digger than a man's hand was 
rising in the West, and doubt was felt whether Cal- 
ifornia andthe Gulf States would not come to 
think it better to set up for themselves, aud, as a 
war measure, as a measure to bind this country 
together with chains of steel and iron, we passed 
the Pacific Railroad bill, and gave the Companies 
an endowment out of the treasure of the country, 
which was pouring from us like water. 
We did it as a war measure, 
to bind the North together, and it was a very suc - 
cessful measure. We did it, too, my friends on 
the other side, in order to say to you that we 
meant business, to show you that we could carry 
on the Government with one hand and fight with 
the other besides. We did it for the same reason 
that, while taxes were piling upon us, up, up, 
up, we went on with the building of this Capitol. 
appropriating year by year half a million dollars. 
Though we wanted the money, and though our 
currency had gone down to 30 cents on the dollar, 
we still built up these wings in oae of which we 
are now sitting, although the War was going on, 
and why’? To show you that we meant busi- 
ness, and that we felt ourselves strong enough 
to build a ratiroad to connect two 
oceans, and to build a Capitol which should be greater 
chan any other public building of its kind on the 
surface of the earth. Now, then, is it possible that 
without any consciousness On your part, a part of 
your enmity—hostility would be a better word, or 
want of co.fidence perhaps a still better expres- 
sion, —there isa litticgfeeling about this railroad 
built at that time, which was of no use to yon? 
Do you not want us, you Southern gentlemen, to 
vote for a Texas Pacific Railroad so as to give you 
equality in your section’ Ishaill do so anyhow, 
whether you vote right on this qucstion or not, be- 
cause Lam for fair play; but lask youin all fair- 
ness and justice to look into your heart of hearts, 
and see if a part o your hostility 
against this railroad company, and of your 
determination to crush and confiscate it, does not 
arise from that sentiment, and because this was 
the most efficient of all efficient instrumentalities, 
binding the country together at a time when every- 
thing seemed to draw itasunder. Why treat this 
great measure differently from the way you would 
treat any other measure? Why not let us examine 
it? There is no euch baste. You have got a ma- 
jority here. What we ask is simply that a Com- 
mittee, on Which you have a majority, shall ex- 
amine the bill. Let us have it examined by that 
Committee, and debate it a reasonable time in the 
House, so that every objection may be brought 
against it that can be brought against it, and then 
let us pass it. 1 want but one thing more in 
regard to it. 1 want this Oobill to be 
a finality when passed. I want vou to have a bili 
that will be final against the railroads, and final 
against the Government. Stop the lobby. 

Mr. McMahon argued that the bill did not violate 
any contract. He denied that the Democratic 
House had ever bowed down to the Senate, nor had 
the Democratic party ever bowed down before rail- 
road corporations, and if the gentleman from Mas- 
‘sachusetts (Butler) could say as much for the com- 
pany in which he found himself he would violate 
the truth of history. 

Mr. Cox (N. Y.) then called for the previous 
question on the paSsage of the bill, which was sec-. 
onded. 0 

Mr. Frye moved to refer the bill to the Judiciary 
Committee, but the Speaker ruled that the motion 
to refer was not in order at that stage of the oro- 
cocdings. 

rhe main question being ordered, the vote was 
taken on the passage of the bill, and resulted 
yeas, 24:3; nays, 2. So the bill was passed. 

The negative votes were cast by Butier and 
Lynde. 

The next bill on the Speaker's table was the bill 
for the repeai of the Bankrupt law. 

Mr. McMahon said it was exceedingly important 
to the country that some action should be taken on 
the bill. Men were being driven into bankruptcy 
by\the expected action of the House, which might 
be }iifferent from what was generally supposed. 

r. Knott moved to take a recess till 7:30 p. m. 

Mr. McMabon asked if the Bankrupt bil! would 
come ap as unfinished business in the morning. 

The Speaker replied that it would.

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"THE PRESIDENT. 


His Reception by the Hospitable 
People of Philadelphia. 


A Trip Through Fairmount Park 
in the Afternoon. 


Formal Hand-Shaking at the Union 
League in the Evening. 


Conspicuous Absence of Long-Winded 
Speeches from the Programme. 


Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., April 24.— The feature 
of the reception at the Union League to-night 
was its purely social character. There were no 
persons invited except those in official position 
and officers of the societies who had tendered 
courtesies to the President and party. Politi- 
cians and those whose names are familiar to the 
primaries were not there. Only one member of 
the Legislature, none from Congress, and 
no member of the City Government not 
a member of the League was present; 
yet the house was crowded from 8 o’clock until 
midnight, and foran hour and a half a con- 
stapt stream of people were passing in front of 
the distinguished guests, who had not a mo- 
‘ment of leisure to say. more than a single word 
toany one. Every person present was charmed 
and delighted with the manners of President 
and Mrs. Hayes. The affair was a brilliant so- 
cial event, and was admitted to be a perfect 
success in all the details.

PHILADELPHIA, April 24.—The city to-day was 
gay with flags and bunting, public offices and 
many large business and private houses dis- 
playing the national colors with great profusion 
in honor of the four days’ visit Of President 
Hayes, the visit being made in response to the 
urgent solicitation of the Union League, Com, 
mercial Exchange, and other public and social 
organizations. At 10.:50 o’clock this morning a 
locomotive, eayly decked with flags and stream- 
ers, to which was attached the Directors’ cars 
carrying the various Reception Committees, 
moved out of the city, and arrived at Wilming- 
ton at 11:45 to meet the Presidential party. 

AT WILMINGTON 
a large number of citizens gathered, including 
the Mayor of the city and Senator Saulsbury, 
and, upon the arrwal of the Presidential party, 
their cars were attached to the Philadelphia 
special, and the journey to this city was ac- 
complished in the quick time of 29 minutes. 
A large throng was congregated at the depot 
and vicinity in this city, and it required some 
time for the large force of police detailed to the 
scene to clear the ground. The First City 
Troop, a military organization to which is left 
the honor of escorting Presidents of the United 
States when they visit Philadelphia, 
was drawn up in line on Brodd street. 
The Presidential party was escorted to 
carriages. A barouche drawn by four horses 
was reserved for President Hayes, and in this ve- 
hicle, in company with James L. Claghorn, Esq., 
and Gen. Patterson, he was seated. The ladies 
of the party, which consisted of Mrs. Hayes, 
Mrs. Sherman, Miss Evarts, and Miss Platt, to- 
gether with Secretaries Sherman, Evarts, and 
Schurz, followed in carriages, accompanied by 
the members of the Committee. The entire 
line over which the Presidential ‘party 
moved from the depot to the Conti- 
nental Hotel was thronged with  peosvle, 
and flags fluttered upon every side. The 
children of the Deaf and Dumb>Asvium, at 
Broad and Pine streets, were assembled upon 
the balconies of the institution, and waved their 
handkerchjefs at the distinguished visitors. 
THE UNION LEAGUE CLUB-HOUSBE 

was decorated with flags and bunting, and many 
members assembled upon the porch. At differ - 
ent points the President was the recipient of 
marked attention, and he recognized the cheers 
by raising his hat. The Presidential party ar- 
rived at the hotel a few minutes after 2 o’clock, 
and were driven to the private entrance 
on Niuth street. The City Troop drew 
up in line on the opposite side of Niath street 
while the party alighted. A dense crowd of 
people had assembled, completely blocking up 
the street, and they cheered the party lustily. 
Loud calls were made for the President, and, 
after leaving the carriage, he appeared on the 
balcony over the entrance, if company with 
Secretaries Sherman and Schurz aud Gen. Pat- 
terson. After the cheering had subsided Presi- 
dent Hayes stepped forward and said: 

SPEECH OF THE PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED 

STATES. 

I do not propose to make a speech this after- 
noon. lLlec»rdially thank you for your welcome, 
and, as I have some of the Administration with 
me, I wake pleasure in introducing to you, first, 
Mr. Secretary Sherman. 

Secretary Sherman stepped forward and was 
also received with cheers: 

SPEECH OF THE SECRETARY OF THE TREASURY. 

He said: 

I always think that it is better to be silent when 
you have nothing to say, and, therefore, can 
only thank you for your kind welcome to us. 

President Hayes then introduced Secretary 
Schurz, who said: a 
SPEECH OF THE SECRETARY OF THE INTERIOR. 

I can Only thank you for the kind way in which 
you have received the mention of my name. I 
also thank you for your cordial welcome. 

GEN. PATTERSON 
then came forward and said? I propose three 
cheers for President R. B. Hayes, on his arrival 
in the city of William Penn,“ and, raising. his 
hat hat as a signal, three loud cheers were given 
by the multitude. President Hayes then turn- 
ed to the crowd and said: I am pleased to bid 
you good aft ernoon.“ Then the party retired 
from the balcony and were escorted to their 
rooms. 

FAIRMONT PARK 

The President and party leit the Continental Ho- 
tel at 4 o’clock in opencarriages,and proceeded to 
Fairmont Park, accompanied by the Mayor, Col. 
Thomas A. Scott, and a number of other dis- 
tinguished gentlemen, including several of the 
Park Commissioners. At the Green street 
entrance to the park they were met by the 
Captain of the Park Guard, with ten 
guards mounted, who preceeded the party 
to Horticultural Hall. The walks 
upon both sides of the roadway were lined with 
people, and the President was frequently rec@- 
nized by applause afid waiving of handkerchieis. 
Upon the arrival of the party at the hall 
the First Regiment Band played Hail to the 
Chief,“ and at the entrance to the hall, 
over which was the word welcome,“ 
in evergreens, and a fine display of 
bunting, the President was met by the Hon. 
Morton McMichael, President of the Park Com- 
mission, and Gen. Robert Patterson. Mr. Me- 
Michael received the President, and, taking him 
by the hand, made a short address of welcome. 
Upon its conclusion the President thanked him 
for his hospitable weicome. The party then 
made an inspection ef the hall. 

Leaving here, they proceeded in carriages by 
a circuitous route, enabling the President to see 
to advantage the beautiful park, to the banks of 
the Schuyikill, where there was a review of

There were twenty-one boats in the water, and 
a race occurred, which proved to be quite excit- 
ing. The President reviewed the regatta stand- 
ing in his carriage. After the race the party re- 
turned to the hotel. 
A RECEPTION, 

tendered the President by the Union League, 
took place this evening at the Umon-League 
House, which was brilliantly illuminated and 
profusely decorated for the occasion. The front 


of the edifice was tastefully ornamented with 


flags and bunting; and the interior was one 
beautiful mass of plants and flowers. A large 
crowd assembled, in front of the League- 
House early in the eveni to see the 
President enter the building, and remained 
in the stréet for hours. His Exceilency was 
cheered warmly as he alighted from the carriage 
and entered the League House. fle was accom- 
panied by Mrs. Hayes, Secretaries Sherman and 
Schurz, and Attorney-General Devens. 
THE FORMAL RECEPTION 

took place in the spacious reading-room, apd 
lasted over two hours. The Rev. Matthew 
Simpson, Bishop of the M. E. Church, and 
„bis wife were first to be presented, and were 
followed in quick succession by hundreds 
of gentlemen and ladies, representing the best 
classes of society in this city. Mrs. Hayes sat 
beside the President during the reception. 
Among those presented were Goy. Hartrantt 
and several members of his staff, ex-Unitea 
States Senator John Scott, Judges McKennan 
and Cadwaliader of the United States Court, 
Coliector Tutton, Commodore Crosby, and other 
officers attached to the United States Naval 
station at League Island, Gen. Robert Patter- 
son, the Hon. Geo . Baker, Morton Mc- 
Michael, Clayton McMichael, the Hon. Wayne

THE STORM ERA. 


SOUTH. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., April 24.—The storm last 
night was terrific. It took the form, in four 
different portions of the State; of a tornado, 
which swept everything before it, tearing and 
twisting timber to pieces, blowing it down and 
into flelds, sweeping away fences, unroofing 
barns, and killing stock. The third story of an 
immense tobacco-barn at Dresden was blown 
away. The tower of the City-Hall at Franklin 
was torn off. The roof of the Oumberland 
Presbyterian Church at that place was swept 
down. The storm was so violent there that 
people took refuge in tneir cellars. In this 
vicinity a large number of barns were. leveled. 
At Shelbyville the Court-House roof was blown 
100 yards. At Wartrace, 4 Methodist and Bap- 
tist church was crushed and destroyed. At 
Chattanooga, the Alabama & Chattanooga pas- 
senger depot had a roof taken off, and the front 
of the Vanhorn House was blownin. Immense 
rocks rolled down the steep side of Lookout 
Mountain. The damage to timber, orchards, 


houses, and farms is incalculable.

ATLANTA, Ga., April 24.—A cyclone passed 
over a section of country four miles from Rome, 
Ga., clearing everything as it went. As far as 
heard from eight persons were injured.

8. That not a single one of these letters has been 
published, and that no copies of them exist. 

9. That the person who gave the letters up for 
deposit confesses to having stolen them. and is a 
person of bad character, who has already been in- 
dicted for a criminal offense in betraying a woman. 

10. That the Standing Committee of the Diocese 
have taken no action in the matter of a public 
character. 

For these and other reasons I am not disposed to 
fall in with the ruck of those who gloat over the 
supposed fall of an ecclesiastic of the very high- 
est standing, whose name is aspersed by men like 
the publisher of Rose's Nose, an infamous print, 
or the hired scavengers of the Chicago Times.

CRUEL DEFAMATION. 
New York Herald. April 22. 

The card published by Bishop Perry, of Towa, 
appealing to the public for a suepension of judg- 
ment in the case of Bishop McCoskry, of Michi- 
gan, is an act of justice as well as an act of 
Christian charity. The story about the aged 
Bishop of Michigan was offered to the Jleraid 
before it appeared in the Chicago T7imes, 
but we declined it on the ground that the 
immorality charged had not come under 
the cognizance of any court of justice or 
ecclesiastical body, and that the press has 
no right to make men infamous by publishing cal- 
umnies which can be traced to no responsibdie 
source. We must not be understood to mean that 
unworthy men in the ministerial profession ought 
not to be exposed, but only that the character of 
no man in any profession ought to be destroyed un- 
less upon strong evidence from responsible sources. 
There are proper tribunals for the investigation of 
charges against clergymen, every denomination 
having an ecciesiastical organization to which its 
clergy of all ranks or orders are amenable. 
It is alike the duty and fthe interest fof such 
organizations to maintain their respectabil- 
ity by lopping off rotten members; but not even 
the churches, however solicitous they may be for 
the protection of their purity, have a right to con- 
demn without evidence. The license of the press 
in its assaults op the characters of public and pri- 
vate men has become truly alarming. It ought to 
be checked by a sense of justice and in the inter- 
est of public morals. The press has no 

to permit itself to be made the 
venicle of irresponsible calumniators. While 
it is its duty to take cognizance of 
the proceedings of civil courts and of public trials 
before ecclesiastica! tribunals, it should abstain from 
wounding the reputation of any man without bet- 
ter evidence than has been furnished in the case of 
this accused Lishop. Who knows that the alleged 
letters are not forgeries? They were eurreptitious- 
ly obtained, and their authenticity is not vouched 
for by any responsible person. The ecclesiastical 
body to which the Bishop belongs will, of course, 
robe this matter to the bottom, and meanwhile 
he public should heed the reasonable request of 
the Bishop of sows.

VALUATIONS FOR TAXATION. 
There was aconvocation of the Assessors 


of this county at the rooms of the Citizens’ 
Association on Tuesday, to hear a discussion 
on the scheme proposed by Mr. Drericxson 
to have the taxable property of this county 
assessed at a full valuation, instead of, as is 


referred to this proposition on several occa- 


sions, and have pointed out the inutility of 
the measure, and the positive dangers that 
must attend its adoption. 

It may be as well to dispose of one point 
which is strongly urged in favor of this 
scheme, and that is that a full valuation is re- 
quired by organic law. The impression is that 
insome way the Constitution requires that 
assessments shall be at the full cash value 
of the property. The Constitution of 1870 
provides: 

The General Assembly shall provide such 
revenue as may be needful by levying a tax., by 
valuation, so that every person and corporation 
shall pay a tax in proportion to the yalue of his, 
her, or ite property, such value to be ascertained 
by some person or persons, to be elected or ap- 


pointed in such manner as the General Assembly 
shall direct, and not otherwise. 


That is almost a transcript of the provis- 
ion in the Constitution of 1848 on the same 
subject, and that has been the constitutional 
rule in this State since 1818. For sixty years 
the Constitution and the law has been inter- 
preted and executed just as it is now, and it 
is rather late to be accusing Assessors of 
perjury, and questioning the validity of as- 
sessments, because not made according to 
full cash valuations. The Constitution pro- 
vides and requires an equality of taxation ac- 
cording to valuation. That is tho aim sought 
by the Constitution, and it is to the viola- 
tion of this requirement that we owe all the 
injustice of taxation. The Legislature has 
full control over this subject, and has by law 
provided that the assessments made by the 
Assessors of the several counties shall be 
returned to the State Board of Equalization, 
and the law assumes that the aggre- 
gate of these assessments shall be 
taken as the legal valuation of 
the property in the State for taxable pur- 
poses, and prohibits the State Board from 
adding to or taking from that aggregate val- 
uation more than 2 per cent. The Board is 
then required to equalize the valuations, so 
as that property assessed locally in one 
county, say at 25 per cent of its value, shall 
have its valuation increased to such an ex- 
tent as to equalize its valuation with the 
general valuation of like property in ‘tho 
whole State. When the State Board has 
equalized the valuation its judgment is final, 
and becomes the proportionate valuation for 
the State without any reference to the valua- 
tions made or reported by the local Assessors. 
In point of fact, the assessment mude by 
Assessors has, so far as valuations are con- 
cerned, no legal force; it is mere- 
ly preliminary, and is subject to com- 
plete revision by the State Board; and 
the assessed values of property on which 
taxes are levied and extended are made, not 


by the local Assessors, but by the State 


Board, whose work is by law declared so 


final and complete that even the courts have 
denied the power to disturb it. If the local 


Assessors should report the valuation of tax- 
able property in this county at $500,000,000, 

as this tax-eaters’ scheme contemplates, 

the State Board would have full legal power 
to reduce it to one-half or one-third that 
sum, just as they have repeatedly increased 
the local assessments of this county 50, 80, 

and even 100 per cent, 

All the talk, therefore, that the illegal 
conduct of Assessors in not making full cash 
valuations invalidating the assessments them- 
selves is simply absurd, because in fact and 
in law the valuations for taxable purposes 
are made by the State Board under authority 

of the Legislature, to whom full power in 

the matter is given by the Constitution. 

The great trouble of our system of taxa- 
tion is the want of uniformity in the relative 
valuation of property,—that is, the property 
of one man is valued too high as compared 
with the valuation of another man’s prop- 
erty. ‘These differences are inseparable from 
the system, to some extent, but they might 
be greatly mitigated. We think the Assess- 
ors of this county would do well to have an 
intelligent and thorough understanding as to 
their system of valuation. There were in- 
cludéd in the last assessment no less than 
311,896 town lots in this county, and these 
are assessed at an average of $4.25 per lot. 
Of these lots there are perhaps 150,000 that 
have now no value as lots, but might be worth 
from $40 to $50 per acre for gardens, or if 
planted in corn. These lots are assessed at 
fancy prices, ranging from $100 to $300 per 
lot, and if they have any value as building 
lots $10 each would be a liberal cash valua- 
tion.” It is not possible to assess this 
property as acre property, and the result is, 
that the owners refuse to pay the excessive 
taxes thereon, and the property is forfeited 
for taxes annually. So with much improved 
inside lots; the difficulty is to find any value 
at which they may be assessed so as to pro- 
duce taxes. A result of all this is a failure to 
collect State, county, and city taxes on prop- 
erty that will not bear the onerous annual 


so far as is in their power. There should be 
some system by which an intelligent estimate 
may be placed on the value of real property 
in each neighborhood, and such concurrent 
action as will avoid the striking disparities 
in assessments which produce such gen- 
eral complaints. Whatever the Assess- 
ors can do in this particular will 
be of lasting benefit to the public. 
If the Assessors can correct this abuse, not 
necessarily fraudulent, but none the less un- 
just, and can first ascertain a just valuation 
of each piece of property, and then assess it 
upon some rule so that, in the words of the 
Constitution, every person and corporation 
shall pay a tax in proportion to the value of 
his, her, or its property,” they will have 
accomplished their full duty; and they can 
leave to the State Board the responsibility of 
making the final award as to what the

When the County Commissioners now ex- 
pend for current expenses every dollar that 
they are allowed to raise by taxation, it does 
make a serious difference to the people of 
this county whether the valuation be raised 
from $185,000,000 to $500,000,000, and thus 
enable the County Board to raise nearly 
three times as much money as they do now, 
and expend and steal it through their own 
committees. It will make quite a difference to 
the people of this city if the valuation of city 
property be so increased that nineteen mem- 
bers of the Board of Aidermen may borrow 
six millions of dollars, add it to the funded 
debt, and expend the money at their 
pleasure. The unanimity of the people in 
refusing to vote for any addition to the 
county debt ought to be conclusive as to the 
popular will concerning any license to in- 
crease the public debt or the public ex- 
penditures. 

THE CUSTOMS COMMISSION. 

We note with especial satisfaction the ap- 
pointment of Mr. L. Z. Lzerrer, of the house 
of Fi, Lerrer & Co., of this city, as a 
member of the Special Customs Commission, 
to serve during its session soon to be held at 
the port of New York. In the notice of the 
appointment addressed to the Hon. WILLIAM 
Henry Surru, Collector of Customs, Secretary 
Suerman extends to Mr. Lxrrxn his thanks for 
the aid rendered the Commission during its 
session in this city. The tender of the ap- 
pointment in this case is alike honorable to 
the Government officials and the private 
citizen who accepts. Itis an assurance to 
the people of the West that Secretary Sunn- 
man is determined to leave no stone un- 
turned” in his efforts to wipe out the 
abuses in the oustoms service at New 
York, which have so long reflected 
dishonor upon the Government, and 
operated as a grossly unjust discrim- 
ination against the business of importing 
at all interior ports.of entry, and especially 
that of Chicago. Mr. Lzrrer is thoroughly 
acquainted with the enormity of these 
abuses, and equally familiar with the 


peculiar methods adopted by the corrupt 


importers of New York to rob the revenue. 
He is thoroughly alive to the importance of 
the subject, both in its relation to the honor 
of the Government and its bearing upon the 
interests not only of the importers of the 
West, but of the entire Western people. 
And, best of all, he has the courage of his 
convictions. It is understood that the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury will also invite two 
other representatives of the importing 
fraternity of the West—one from St. Louis 
and one from Cincinnati—to serve on thé 
Commission with Mr. Lerrer. The im- 
portance to the West of this addition to the 
Commission cannot be overestimated. It is 
a guarantee of what has never vst been 
had. — a thorough investigation of the 
New York Custom-House, that foul blot 
upon the Civil-Service administration of the 
country. We honor Mr. Suzrman for the stand 
he has taken in this matter. It may be said 
that he merely does his duty. True. But 
the New York Customs Ring is so powerful, 
so firmly entrenched, so sustained by long 
corrupt usage, great wealth, and high polit- 
ical and social standing, that an assault 
upon it is a perilous undertaking. The 
official who makes the assault open- 
ly plays for a great stake. If he 
wins, there is a laure! crown of honof await- 
supposed, at a half cash valuation. We have 
ing him; if he loses he becomes an 
object of bitter hate to every member of 
the Ring; and the Ring knows how to 
punish the man who dares to assail it. Mr. 
SuerMan is not ignorant of the risk he runs. 
But he has resolved to do his duty, let what 
may come. He is, however, a prudent man, 
and, realizing to the fullthe difficulties and 
responsibilities of the task he has under- 
taken, he proceeds with wise caution, forti- 
fying every step of his progress. The ap- 
pointment of civilians to serve on the Com- 
mission is the most important and decisive 
step yet taken. From this time on the 
public will feel that the Secretary of 
the Treasury has taken it into his con- 
fidence,—sought its advice and counsel 
in the posecution of a grand reform. Of 
the hearty response of the public to this ap- 
peal for moral support there can be no 
doubt, more than of the material assistance 
of the civilians placed upon the Commission. 
The Commission now stands upon high 
ground. THe Trisvune extends its congratu- 
lations to all who hope for the success of the 
pending investigation upon its present 
auspicious prospects. 
- THE RIVER AND HARBOR STEAL. 
The debate in the House on Tuesday last 
upon the protest against the passage of that 
dead steal and scoundrelly seven-and-a-half- 
million scheme of plunder, the River and 
Harbor Appropriation bilk exposes the rot- 
tenness and corruption of the infamous 
measure. The reading of the protest, 
which has already appeared in the columns 
of Tue Trrsunz, was interrupted by Mr. 
Concer, who objected to the proper 
words referring to a combination of mem- 
bers for the spoliation of the Treasury,” 
whereupon Mr.Cox unwisely withdrew them. 
should not lave withdrawn 
a word or syllable of that charge. It should 
have gone upon the record as an indignant 
utterance of the truth in behalf of the peo- 
ple whom this bill will plunder. The ob. 
jection made by Mr. Concer was brazenly 
impudent. It would have brought a blush 
upon the pachydermatous check of Ben 
Buttzr. He knew when he offered the 
objection that the bill was the result of a 
combination to despoil the Treasury. He 
knew that it was a corrupt, dirty job to levy 
a tax of seven and a half millions upon 
the people.“ He knew that of this amount 
five millions was qunecessary, and, be- 
ing unnecessaty, of course would be stolen or 
squandered. It was a bluff game, and it is 
not creditable to Mr. Cox’s nerve that he 
was backed down so easily. He should have 
insisted upon the retention of the words, 
and should have used the scalpel of his sar- 
casm upon Concer until he squirmed. It 
was in keeping with the unities of the oc- 
casion that Mr. Reacan, that smooth Oily 
Gammon, who had formerly attempt- 
ed to thimblerig the House into a steal to 
pay Confederate mail-contractors who had 
already been paid, should reinforce the 
man who was attempting to bully 
it through. It was not strange that a 
man who attempted a confidence game upon 
the House that was fortunately frustrated by 
the production of the archives of the Confed- 
erate Post-Office Department should be found 
up to his eyes in the River and Harbor steal, 


stead of scalping him as he should have 
done, he once more crawfished by disolaim- 
ing any intention to reflect upon the integ- 
rity of members.” But he should have re- 
fleeted upon their integrity. The protest 
should have stood upon that basis 
and upon no other. If the monstrous appro- 
priation was really needed, then there 
was no need of a protest, but the very ex- 
istence of the protest showed that the ap- 
propriation was not needed, and the spend- 
ing of money not needed showed that the 
integrity of the members ought to be re- 
flected upon. The Committee knew that 
the steal was crowded through by log-rolling 
and gagging, and that two-thirds of the money 
proposed to be spent will be of no benefit to 
American commerce, and, being of no benefit 
to commerce, will be the same as stolen. 
With this knowledge before them they ought 
not to have disclaimed any reflection upon 
the integrity of members. The American 
people are reflecting upon it very seriously, 
and one of their reflections is to the pur- 
pose that it is the duty of honest members 
of the House to reflect upon the dishonest 
ones. 

The charge of Mr. ELLIs, who followed Mr. 
Cox, that the Committee had voted a very 
small amount. for the improvement of the 
important harbor of New Orleans ami a large 
amount for two unmentionable creeks in the 
interior of Pennsylvania, was a pertinent 
one, and shows the infamous, unblushing 
character of the steal. These two brooks, up 
in the mountainous regions of Pennsylvania, 
whose improvement is going to benefit Amer- 
ican commerce, are the Kiskiminitas and 
the Conemaugh. The bilb sets them down 
as two rivers, when in reality they 
are one creek, the Conemaugh Creek and 
another unpronounceable creek uniting to 
form the Kiskiminitas Creek, that was never 
yet vexed by 4 keel nor plowed by any craft 
larger than a muskrat ora canoe. The two 
creeks are not so well known as Spoon River 
and Crooked Creek in this State. The mem. 
bers of the House had never heard of them. 
The Speaker had never heard of them. The 
Pennsylvania members had never heard of 
them, except the member who had obtained 
the appropriations,and who needed money (to 
secure his re-election) in his district through 
which the unpronounceable creeks. In the 
spring freshets the mountains furnish them 
with a temporary supply of water. At other 
seasons the farmers use them as highways. 
No bridges are needed, as any ordinarily ath- 
letic person can jump over either one of 
the three creeks or all together. They do 
not rise to the dignity of trout-streams, as 
trout require running water several inches 
deep and water the year round. An ordinary 
eatfish could not live in them, because he 
would not have room to turn round. If they 
were ever navigated, it must have been by 
those steamers of which Mr. Ln colx used to 
tell, that could sail where it was a little damp. 

These two unpronounceable Pennsylvania 
creeks, which will never be improved be- 
cause they are not big enough to be improv- 
ed, and are of no more consequence to 
American commerce than they are to the 
trade of the Suez Canal, are fair samples of 
two out of every three of the items in the 
Appropriation bill. Undoubtedly there are 
a few of the appropriations that will be ap- 
plied to some useful purpose, but, as we 


have said, two out of three of them involve™ 
a profligate waste of money to be used for 


political jobberies. It is a rascally, bare- 
faced, wicked steal of the public money. 
The Senate should squelch it immediately. 
If the Senate fails to do its duty, the Pres- 
ident should veto it, as Gen. Grant dida 
similar grab bill, and he will be supported 
by the people, who, unlike Mr. Cox, are re- 
flecting very seriously upon the integrity of 
members. 


English kusbands everywhere will rejoice, 
and wives and milliiners mourn like doves, at 
the issue of the great case of Scnwarnz vs.

GUSTUS FREDERICK THISTLETHWAYTE for £9823 
all but two-penve, for dresses furnished to his 
wife, without, he contended, his knowledge or 
consent—indeed, against his express desire. 
Mrs. THISTLETHWAYTB became that in 1852, 
when her husband had an annuity of $10,000; 
his income now is about $100,000. The mar- 
riage was a good deal talked of, and not very 
pleasantly; but after it Mrs. T. developed a 
passion for religion, and took to preaching in- 
terminable sermons to her husband’s tenants in 
Scotland. This occupation was not, however, 
incompatible in her case with running up 
bills. In 1856 her husband, tired of paying 
her debts, served notice on her twenty-cight 
tradesmen not to give her credit, and put 
her on a 82.500 allowance, subsequently 
increased to some $4,000. In 1870 there was 
another scene“ between them when he had to 
wipe out $10,000 of her ladyship’s debts, taking 
letters from the forty-odd creditors to say that 
they would never trust her again on his account. 
Since then Madame has incurred other liabili- 
ties amounting to nearly $150,000, and her lord, 
after paying some of these claims, got mad and 
resolved to fight the next creditor, who hap- 
penel to be Madame Rosalie.“ These partic- 
ular bills Mr. THISTLETHWAYTE thought un- 
warranted, because his wife had never been 
presented at Court, and. from peculiar circum- 
stances, goes into no good society at all.“ The 
Attorney-General made it hot in his speech for 
the milliners (who seemed to think that the 
amount ladies spent in dress should depend 
upon ti position ot their husbands,” and in- 
quired if a commoncr’s wife’s bill with one mil- 
liner was to be $6,000 a year, how much should 
a Peeress spend, or the wife of a Bishop ora 
Cabinet Minister? But Lord Justice COLERIDGE, 
in his summing up, was severer still,—indeed, 
he pitched into ali the parties to the suit with 
impartial indignation. Said he: 

The plaintiff who delivered these enormous bills to 
numbers of great 1 is one of a class who pan- 
der to the vanity and luxury which are the bane of 
society. Mrs. THistTLETHWAYTE is no proper ob- 
ject of my bay ae She has ordered dresses 
amounting to £1,200a year or so for years and 
years, and a good portion of the claims arose in 
consequence, though now further payment is re- 
sisted. If she can now fet her bills paid she is no 
object of sympathy, and if she cannot now get her 
bills paid she is no object of sympathy: If they are 
not paid she must take the consequences. Having 
indulged this reckless expenditure, Mr. TnistT.z- 
THWAYTE is not an object of sympathy. He mar- 
ried a lady under circumstances of which most of 
you may be profoundly ignorant, but which it 
would be ridiculous to ignore altogether now that 
they had been referred to. None of the parties is 
an object of sympathy, and therefore, though the 
question might be important, is one that can be 
considered apart from all prejudice. 

The jury, presumably composed of married 
men whose wives had been clamorous that 
morning for Easter toilets, gave Mr. Tnisrn- 
THWAYTE a verdict, and Madame Rosalie” 
left court the maddest milliner in the universe.

According to this special to the New Orleans 
Times, the members of the Senate are in favor 
of levying $4,250,000 of taxes on the people, to 
be expended in making temporary repairs to the 
levees for the benefit of the cotton-planters of 
Louisiana and Mississippi. We desire very creat- 
ly to get a list of the Western Senators who are

mavent “repairs” for the improvement of the 
property of private persons. And this upcon- 
stitutional scheme is advocated by the strict 
coustructionists.” It was shown in a letter 
from Capt. Joun Cowon, of Memphis, pub- 
lished in Tus Tau a few days ago, 
that the simple remedy for the freshet over- 
flows of the Mississippi below Vicksburg, and 
perhaps up to the mouth of the Arkansas River. 
was by cutting the levee of the Mississippi a 
few miles below New Orleans, and letting the 
surplus water find a new outlet into Lake 
Borgne or Mississippi Sound. This new outlet 
willdraw down the river eight or ten feet as 
high up as Natchez or Vick , and prevent 
the freshets from overflowing the plantations. 
All the levees that need be built on this com- 
mon sense plan will be two embankments of six 
or seven miles in length from the river to 
Borgne, to protect the plantations from being 
flooded. The whoie cost of this work, 
including the value of a strip of 
land a mile wide between the river 
and the sound, will not exceed $250,000. This 
smal} sum of money laid out in the way stated 
will do more good and afford better protection 
to the Lower Mississippi Valley from overflows 
than ten times the four and a quarter millions 


which it is proposed to squander on an abortive 


scheme of leveesto restrain the Father of 
Waters“ within artificial embankments. The 
new outlet will also open a navigable channel 
during high-water from Mississippi Sound to 
New Orleans for coasting steamers, and there- 
by furnish a constitutional reason tor expend- 
ing the money which will give relief to the 
plantations from overflow.

Mr. J. 8. Moors, a well-known writer on po- 
litical economy, and particularly on the tariff, 
sends to the New York Times a strong argument 
against the reduction of the tax on tobacco for 
the purpose of making an excuse for an income 
tax. Heshows that the tendency of reducing 


the tax on tobacco is to increase the consump- 


tion of beer and whisky; that the proposed tax 
will be no relief to planters, because all the ma- 
chinery of taxation, which has caused the hard- 
ship iw the past, is retained; tbat the consumer, 


and not the planter, pays the tax; and that there 


are many articles of prime necessity, such as 
clothing, blankets, and quinine, on which a re- 
duction of taxation should be effected before 
the tobacco taxis interfered with. In France 
the sale of tobacco is a Government monopoly. 
In England the tax on tobacco is three or four 
times higher than itis in this country, being 
$13 on home-made cigars as against $6.25 here, 
and about $1 per pound on other kinds of. to- 
bacco as against 24 cents bere. As was shown 
in Tus Trisung some time since, a bill has re- 
centiy been introduced in the German Parlia- 
ment to increase the tobacco tax very largely, 
and the tax in Russia and France is about 
twice as high as in England, though some dis- 
crimination is made against cigars and in 
favor of the cheaper grades of tobacco. 

Two of the New York papers have undertaken 
to show that the movement forthe imposition 
of the income-tax is a sectional! affair, owing its 
origin to Western and Southern men Who 
hope by such exbedients to throw entirely upon 
the East the burdens which the wbole country 
ought to bear.“ This is, to say the least, a 
very impolitic argument. It is calculated to ex- 
cite the sectional prejudices which it pretends 
to believe are already in existence, but which 
in fact have nowhere been manifested. Instead 
of raising the cry of sectionalism,the Eastern 
press ought to welcome the hearty co-operation 
in opposition to this bill which has been offered 
to them by nearly all the influential journals of 
the West and South. The warm supporters of 
the income-tax will be found among those 
classes who foolishly think they will be exempt; 
and these classes are quite as uumerous in the 

t as in the West.

THE CINCINNATI PASSENGER WAR. 

The present reduction in East-bound pas- 
Senger rates from Cincinnati, it is claimed in 
railroad circles, is the continuation of a railroad 
war that has been going on for years. with brief 
intervals of compromise.

McAnunlif, Parsons, 
Schilling, etc., while apparently the shining lights 
of the organization, are said in reality to be merely 
talkers, there being others back of them who say 
nothing, but work all the time.

A division of prop- 
erty and the overthrow of the competitive system 
of labor are the foundation stones of the Socialist 
party. When inthe majority they will carry out 
their principles, but until that time they say they 
will bend their efforts to securing an advance in 
wages by encouraging strikes.

LUMBER. 

The heavy rains which lumbermen have been 
praying for have come, and raised the Northern 
streams to a good driving stage. There is now 
little reason to doubt that the loge banked last 
winter will nearly all be run into the mill booms; 
the bulk of them in a short time. Thus a fair 
supply of logs is almost assured in the Mississippi 
River and the lake lumber districts. Nobody ex- 
pected a full stock. Hundreds of logs, that were 
cut last fall for this season's sawing, are skidded 
in the woods, where they will remain until another 
winter. The prompt delivery of the logs will en- 
able the mills to start sooner than many expected 
they could, and larger receipts — distributing 
points will of course follow.

The protest is well taken. It is time that the 
grain-merchants of this city rise in their might 
against an odious charge which 1s at once subver- 
sive of legal and moral right. The proprietors of 
the Star and Crescent Mills will have done a great 
service to the commercial interests of the city if 
the position they take in this matter be vigorously 
seconded by the trade. |

C. V. F. DYER. 


His Death Yesterday Morning-A Brief 
Sketch of an Eventful Life, 

Dr. Charles V. Dyer, one of the oldest and best- 
known citizens of Chicago, died yesterday at the 
residence of his son-in-law, Adolph Heile, at the 
corner of Belmont avenue and Halsted street, from 
the results of a paralytic stroke which he had 
about a year ago. At the time of this occurrence 
he was living atthe Palmer House. It was not 
expected that he would recover, but, thanks to a 
naturally strong constitution which excess had not 
impaired, he did rally, and, after a couple of 
weck, went to Florida, where he spent the winter 
and early spring. He recovered sufficiently to be 
around the streets after his return, but his mem- 
ory, it was discovered, was impaired. One of the 
small blood-vesselsin the brain had been ruptured, 
and the clot which it causec was not absorbed, so 
that the danger of immediate death was constant, 
notwithstanding his improv@l physical condition. 
During the past two months his health has noticea- 
biy declined, and it was apparent to all his friends 
that death must soon come. When conscious, the 
feeling of his helplessness seemed to press con- 
siderably on his mind, but fer the last few days he 
did not appear to sufer, and died very 
quietly at ten minutes to 4 o'clock yesterday 
morning. his parting from life being scarcely dis- 
cernible by those who watched at his bedside. The 
only surviving members of bis family, in addition 
to his sons and daughters, are a younger brother, 
Mr. George R. Dyer, of Joliet, and an elaer sis- 
ter, Mrs. Lydia Briggs, now resident at Claren- 
don, Vt. He leaves four children “nt Sanford 
E. Loring, of thie city; Charles 
an artist of some prominence, 

Munich, Bavaria; Louis Dyer, 

at Baliiol College, Oxford, Eng., and Mrs. Nellie 
Heile, of this city, the last-named being an adopt- 
ed daughter. 

The exact date of the funeral has not yet been 
determined, but it will pro, be held Saturday. 
The funeral services wil! be held at the New Jeru- 
salem Churcn, on Eighteenth street, near Prairie 
avenue, of which Dr. Dyer was for many years a 
member. The Rev. J. R. Hubbard, formerly pas- 
tor of that church, who is now stationed in St. 
Louis, has been telegraphed to, and will probably 
read the service over his oid friend. The remains 
will be interred in Oakwood Cemetery. 

HIS PARENTS. 

Dr. Dyer was the son of Daniel Dyer and Susan 
Olive Dyer, and was born in Clarendon, Vt., June 
12, 1808. He was the next to the youngest of ten 
children. His father was a farmer, but had fought 
in the Revolution, enlisting as a private but rising 
subsequently to the rank of Adjutant of one of 
the Massachusetts regiments, and holding a com- 
mission under Gov. Hincock. He. was an honest, 
hard-working man, economical but hospitable and 
kind-hearted. While a man of a religious nature, 
he was no disciple of Calvin, and the anathemas 
which the clergy were sometimes wont to hurl at 
heretics had no terrors for him. The brilliant, 
caustic wit which distinguished the son was 
also possessed by the father. Among other 
recipients of the farmer's hospitality, which was 
showered by a generous hand, was Judge Harring- 
ton, of the Supreme Court of Vermont. a cousin 
of Mrs. Dyer, and famous at that time for decia- 
ing, in his judicial capacity, that the claimant of 
a runaway slave must produce a bill of sale from 
the Almighty before he could own a man under 
Vermont law. The Judge was a sound Democrat, 
but such a staunch patriot that he could not toler- 
ate slavery in the Green Mountain State. He was 
also a zealous Calvinist, and once asked Danie! for 
a liberal donation to aid in converting the Indians 
at Green Bay. Daniel courteously declined to 
contribute, and, upon being further 
urged, replied: Judge, if any specified 
member of the human race are to suffer eternal 
torments, I think it will be for the glory of God to 
take it all out in Indians. Mrs. Dyer was a 
daughter of Gideon Olm. and sister of Judge Abra- 
ham Olin, a woman of poetic temperament, of re- 
markable energy, and distinguished for the posses- 
sion in an unusual degree of whatis commonly 
termed pure grit.“ On one occasion she dis- 
played this trait in a noteworthy manner. Several 
— of distinction had been imprisoned for al- 
eged violations of the alien and sedition law. 
Among them was Matthew Lyon, who was thrown 
into the Portland Jail for pubiishing a seditious 
article. Unable to procure ball in the enormous 
sum required, Mrs. Dyer herself mounted 
a horse, rode to the principal villages 
in the State, borrowed the family silver and gold 
of political irte nds, transported it unattended for 
more than 1,000 miles, deposited it, to the value 
of $15,000 with the Sheriff at Rutland, and de- 
manded and obgained Lyon's release. Lyon hime 
self was afterwards tried and acquitted, and the 
spoons and gold returned to their owners. 

In his quiet, peaceful bome Charles spent the 
first fifteen years of his life, working on the farm 
in the summer andimproving to the best advan- 
tage the meagre facilities for education afforded py 
the three months of winter school. But the 
abilities he displayed were 80 uncommon, 
and ve such marked prominence of intel- 
lectua eminence, that he was sent to 
Castleton Academy to prepare himself for college. 
At Castleton he boarded with Mrs. Foote, the 
widowed mother of Solomon Foote, afterwards 
United States Senator. The young student and the 
future Senator were room-mates, and remained 
intimate friends until the latter passed away. 

After proparing for college. Charles Dyer con- 
cluded to forego the classical course, and entered 
at once the Medical Department of Middlebury 
College, then located at Castieton. The College 
was then ander the charge of Prof. Woodward, in 
whose office he became a pupil. He was graduated 
Dec. 20, 1830, with distinguished honors. From 
the college-room he went courageously forth to 
the struggle of life, ardently devoted to his chosen 
profession, conscious of power, and determined to 
win success. 

HEB COMMENCED PRACTICE 

in Newark, N. J., in February, 1831, ard soon 
began to acquire a wide local reputation and pop- 
ulanity. But, being somewhat touched with the 
gift of enterprise and ambition, he was content to 
remain there only four vears, at the end of which 
period he started for Chicago, where he landed in 
August, 1835. Here he was speedily appointed 
Surgeon of the United States Garrison, and obtain- 
ed an extensive practice among the settlers, In 
1837 he married Miss Louisa M. Gifford, an 
estimable young lady of Elgin, whose accomplish- 
ments were extremely an Atte to assist the 
young physician in carving out fame and fortune. 
Six children were born to them. 

By exercising the economy learned in early 
vouth, and by dint of constant attention to the 
duties of his profession, Dr. Dyer was soon ena- 
bled to lay up a few hundred dollars for a rainy 
day, and, seeing as he did,. with far-reaching 
vision, the future greatness and expansion of the 
city by the lakes, he invested these savings as 
rapidly as possible in real estate. The wisdom 
of these investments was proved in a very 
few years, as he was enabled to realize double, 
quadruple, and even a greater profit. One in- 
stance may be given. The lot on which the Post- 
Office stood at the time of the fire he bought for 
$450, and in a few years he sold it to the Govern- 
ment for $46,000. In 1854, having reached a 
point of affluence which rendered further labor un- 
necessary, he retired frora active practice and de- 
voted himself to the care of his large estate. In 
1863 he was appointed by President Lincoln, whose 

ersonal friendship he had long enjoyed, as a 

Judge of the Mixed Court for the Suppression of 
the African Slave Trade, holding its sessions in 
Sierra Leone. and in June he sailed with his fami- 
ly for Europe. The following two years, after at- 
tending to the duties of hig position, he traveled 
over the greater part of the Continent, includia 
the principal cities of Switzerland, France, an 


taly. 

Early in life Dr. Dyer's attention was drawn to 
the teachings of Swedenborg, and in 1845 he em- 
braced, after many years’ patient investigation, 
the doctrines of the new Church. Soon after- 
wards Dr. and Mrs. Dyer, the Hon. and Mrs. J. 
. Scammon, and Mr. John E. Wheeler organized 
the New Jerusalem Society. Towards the tenets 

of Swedenborg Dr. Dyer naturally gravitated. 

W hile a politician, Dr. Dyer frequentiy rofmeed 
nominations tendered him. even when success was 
certain. lle was a sturdy advocate of human 
rights and equality under the law, and was, from 
his boyhood up, 

A STAUNCH ABOL ITIONIST. 
He voted in 1832 for William Wirt, refused to vote 
in 1836 for Van Buren on anti-slavery grounds, 
voted for Birney in 1840, and from that time on 
voted for the Abolition candidates until, when 
Lincoln was elected, he found himself on the win- 
ning side. Dyer, Cushing, Collins, Allen, Freer, 
and Pinkerton were for years the principal Officers 
in Chicago of the Underground Rallrone, and 
assisted in rescuing more than 1. 000 fugitives from 
slavery. In oue case, a Kentucky fugitive, who 
was then living in Dr. Dyer's house, was seized 
one morning on the street by his old master and 
his willing tools, taken to their room in the Man- 
sion House, and bound hand and foot with cords 
un la blacksmith could be obtained to rivet the 
manacies. The Doctor learned the doy’s where- 
abouts, burst in the door of his prison with a sud- 
den crash, cut the ropes in an instant, and pointed 
to the window. The peor captive sprang out and 
disappeared. The man-stealers, foaming with 
rage, turned to wreak their vengeance on the Doc- 
tor, but he had quietly walked out. Following 
him to the sidewalk, one rushed upon bim with a 
bowie-knife, uttering horrid imprecations all the 
while. Te Doctor had nothing but a cane in his 
hand, bat a quick blow with that felled the man 
to the ground. The others seemed to think discre- 
tion the better part of valor, and beat a hasty re- 
treat. The shattered cane was afterwards pre- 
sented to the martyred Lovejoy, and the citizens 
of Chi . aanfiring the Doctor's courage, pre 
sented him with a splendid gold- headed cane, with 
— iuscriptions commemorating the occa- 
sion. 
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MENTAL TRAITS. 
In early life he had a fondness for fictitious lit- 
r that was uncommon, and devoured all the 
ks that he could reach. Later he was greatly 
— 2 in the published sermons of the 
great 8 and committed to memory long 
passages from Tillotson, Chalmers, ana Barrows. 
In his early life he had formed an acquaintance 
with ancient and modern literature, — 5 the 
poste, with whose beat es he was thoroughly 
amiliar. His conversation was enriched by the 
choicest goms of poetry. anecdotes were al- 
ways to the point, and were enlivened by brilliant 
flashes of wit and a constant flow of quiet, delicate 
humor. His conversational powere, lu short, made 
him a most entertaining ond harming companion. 
An intimate friend of Story, Rogers, Powers 
Mozier, and others, bis natural 85 tor art had 
been cultivated to a degree rarely equaled in one 
practically unfamiliar with artistic details. 

He was especially fond of young ople's 80 
ciety, and was noted for his affectionate interest in 
young men of worth and talent. A generous hos- 
pitality added another charm to his pleasant home, 
and increased the delight of all who were number- 
ed among his list of friends. But the most promi- 
nent trait of his character, and that which ren- 
dered him a universal favorite, was his brilliant 
wit. which hae been described as *‘ permeated and 
softened by the kindness of his great heart, and 
sparkling ceaselessly like the undulating sea in 
the calm sunshine of an autumn day.” He was 
unapproachable in repartee, few daring to engage 
in a second skirmish of wit with so formidable an 
antagonist, although his courteous good nature 
mitigated the 0 ge atm fi of his satire, and rendered 
wounded impossible. An honest hater of 
shams and impostors, he never 2 the lash 
when specious hypocrites crossed h 

Several incidents will show his — of 
repartee. While at Teneriffe, in 1863, the Ameri- 
cans celebrated the Fourth of July with a dinner, 
to which a number of British officers were invited. 
The Doctor was set down for a res —— to the 
toast. The President of the United States, and 
during his remarks one of the officers — near 
him kept putting in side remarks such as Vicks. 
burg isn’t taken vet, ete. When the same officer 
came to respond to the toast. The Queen of En- 
gland,“ he repeated the oft-quoted phrase, The 
sun never sets on her dominions.” to which Dr. 
Dyer replied in a low tone, Because the Lord 
can’t trust an Englishman in the dark. 

A Kentucky friend accosted him one day soon 
after he was appointed on the Mixed Court: Why 
do you go to Africa at your time of life? Can't 
bee get enough nigger in America““ I have 

sen looking ail my life, " replied the Doctor, 

for a negro witbout any Kentucky blood in him, 
and I am obliged to go to Africa to find one. 

It was while he was abroad that the assassination 
of Lincoln oceurred. When the news reached 
Rome the American Colony held a meeting, and 

Judge Dyer, being the only one present who had 
known Mr. Lincoln intimately, pronounced an ad- 
dress. His language was so simple and well chosen, 
and his own emotion so great, that before he had 
closed every eye in the assemblage was moistened.

THE CUSTOM-HOUSE. 
INVESTIGATING THE GROSS 
FRAUDS 


which have characterized the erection of the new 
Custom- House is necessarily a slow one. It has been 
so far confined to an exhaustive examination of 
documents, such asthe plans and specifications, 
cutters’ tickets, time-keepers’ reports, and other 
papers, all of which combined give a detailed his- 
tory of the career of every stone in the building, 


from the foundation to the ta of the third story, 


from the day on which it was taken from the quar- 


ry up to the time it found its eternal resting-place 
in the walle. In the case of the stones incorpor- 


ated into the attic, there are no such detailed 
statements. The reason for this is, that, under the 
Potter plan, the most of the stones for the fourth 
or attic story were cut to certain sizes, and of 
these an accurate account was kept. 
the plans were again changed, and the Hills eleva- 
tion was adopted, so as to obtain additional room, 
by. enlarging the attic, a large number of these 
stones had to be recut. 
were obliterated, and, instead of keeping a separate 
account for each one, they were all rushed into an 
omnibus account.

The importance of the system as carried out on 


the first three stories of the building is manifest. 
Under the provisions of his contract for superin-

Each time-ticket contained the number of the 
stone, designating its position in the building, the 
name of the cutter, the kind of work he was en- 
gaged at, and the number of days and hours to be 
put in. When the pay-rolls were presented for 
payment, the sums against each man's name were 
compared with the time-tickets and time-keepers’ 
reports, and, if found to be without variation, 
were paid by the disbursing officer of the port. 
Arnat there was apparently collusion of magnifi- 
cent proportions betweon the Government time- 
keepers and Contractor Mueller, the investigations 
of the past week have outlined in bold and unfad- 
ing colors. 

YESTERDAY’S DEVELOPMENTS 

are of still more serious character. Tuesday 
aftern the services of the experts, Messrs. Van 
Osdel, Boyington, and Cleaveland, were called into 
requisition, as mentioned in yesterday's Tamuxx. 
They made a close examination of the gutter cor- 
nice, which surmounts the third story and separates 
it from the attic. It is about sixteen inches 
in thickness. The front face is orna- 
mented with & plain molding, and 
out of the top side there has been cut an eight- 
inch — The total length of this cornice 1s 
about 1. 300 feet. The bill rendered for cutting it 
amounted to nearly $33,000, or a little over $25 
e costof the stone in the rough 
was about 520. 000. This gives the cost of the 
cornice set in the wall at a little over $40 per foot. 
The cutting should not have exceeded $12,000 or 
815.000, —the latter an extreme figure,—and the 
experts fail to see where any more labor could 
have honestly been expended upon the job. 

The stones wich form the apexes of the dormer 

copings were another source of wealth to Mueller. 
Some of them are slightly ornamented, though the 
The cutting for these as 
charged ap wae set down at from twenty-eight to 
forty-four days’ labor. Practical stonecutters 
would be glad to make a contract agreeing to 
finish each of them in twelve.“ 
An investigation into the bills rendered for the 
knees at the base of the dormer coping revealed a 
similar system of overcharging. There are several 
sizes of these knees, and the average cutting of 
each was set down at forty days’ labor. One-half 
that time would be considercd a maximum in any 
well-regulated stone- yard. 

In the attic there are about 150 stones, which are 
cut with what is technically known as a quoin 
face—a sort of raised panel. Of these there are 
various sizes. On their cuttingthere has been an 
overcharge of fully 1,000 days labor. 

There are less than ten uf es of stone-cutting in 
the attic story. all of which have not yet been 
fully investigated, but from what has been done so 
far the indications are that Mueller has over- 
charged the Government to the extent of 20,000 
if not 25,000 s’ labor.

THE AFTERNOON SESSION 
of the Council opened at 2 o'clock, Bishop Cheney 
presiding. After the singing of All hail the 
power of Jesus’ name., and after a short season of 
prayer, Col. Bennett offered the following: 

Resolved, That, asthe sense of this Synod, the Gen- 
era) Council of the Reformed Eptsecopal Church should 
at the earliest moment practicable, so alter the basis of 
representation in the General Council that synods or 
jurisdictions shall be represented tustead of parishes, as 
at present; and asd, that the clergy shall be represented 
by elected representatives of the clergy of such synod 
or jurisdiction; and that representation of synods or 
jurisdictions upon the number of communi- 
can ts. 

Some discussion arose, in the course of which 
Col. Bennett explained that the General Council 
would, owing to the steady, constant growth of the 
Church, become an unwieldy body unless the rep- 
resentation was cut down as provided by his reso- 
lution. : 

The Rev. Mr. Wilson remarked that the signers 
of the call for the original Council were entitled to 
seats in all councils. If the number of representa- 
tives should be reduced. the original signers would 
have proportionately increased powers. 

Col. Bennett said his resolution was merely in- 
tended as a suggestion, expressive of the sense of 
the Synod, that the representation should be re- 
duced, without specifying any particuiar basis of 
representation. 

Bishop Cheney did not think there was any need 
to modify the resolution so as to cover the Rev. Mr. 
Wilson's point. Of the original signers, seven 
were clergymen and twenty-one laymen. Many of 
them were of advanced age and not in the habit of 
traveling around the country to attend General 
Councils, ses that their influence would not be by 
any means predominant. The Bishop referred to 
the day of small beginnings for the Church. When 
it was organized no one dared to hope that its 
growth would be such as it had proven to be. In 
four years there had grown up 100 
parishes, and the . of Chicago at pres- 
ent had from 1,3 to 1,500 communicants. 
Even now the General Council had come to be 
something of a town-meeting affair, so far as re- 
lated to the number of delegates. But this year, 
in Christ Church, but two out of the ten represent- 
atives could attend the Council at Newark, and the 
Synod would, from the present outlook, not be by 
any means fully represented. Plaees near the city 
where the Council was held wonld be largely rep- 
resented. What was wanted was not any such 
local meeting, but a Council where the whole 
Church would be fully represented. The time had 
come, he believed, for a change, and he hoped the 
resolution would pass by a unanimous vote, in or- 
der that the reform might be urged upon the next 
Council with all the force that such unanimous ac- 
tion would give it. 

The resolution was adopted without further dis- 
cussion, and the Secretary.instructed to forward a 
copy to the Secretary of the Council. 

Mr. F. A. Bryan, of St. Paul's. was re-elected 
Treasurer. 

THE BISHOP. 

The Rev. Mr. Wilson called attention to the fact 
that Bishop Cheney's Episcobal duties required a 
— expense on his part when he was com- 

lled to go to churches out of the city. He thought 
here ought to be some fund which could be drawn 
upon for this purpose. As it was now, Christ 
Church was saddled with an additional expense 
during his absence in the way of employing an 
assistant minister. 

Bishop Cheney thonght this matter could safely 
be left tothe future. He believed, at the same 
time, that there was great necessity of providing a 
missionary fund. 

The Rev. Mr. Wilson moved the appointment of 
a finance committee of three, inclading the Treas- 
urer, to look after the matters to which he had re- 
ferred. The motion prevailed. 

On motion of Col. G. 8. Hubbard, the Standing 
Committee was re-elected. It consists of the Rev. 
Dr. Hunter, of St. Paul's; the Rev. Mr. Wilson. of 
Peoria; the Rev. F. W. Adams, of Immanuel; 
Gen. C. P. Buckingham, of Immanuel; Mr. H. H. 
r. of St. John’s; and Col. J. W. Bennett, 
of St. Paul's. The Committce was authorized to 
fili any vacancies occurring iu its number during 
the year. 

The Rev. Mr. Wilson moved to insert the word 
**synod,’’ for the word council, in the consti- 
tution. Some objection was made that the form 
of the language would not in all cases admit of this 
change, an the motion was withdrawn 
to make way for one by Col. Bennett, 
providing for the appointment of a Committee on 
Constitution and Canons, of which the Rev. Mr. 
Wilson should be the Chairman. The motion pre- 
vailed, and the Bishop appointed, in addition to 
the Rev. Mr. Wilson, Col. J. W. Bennett, of St. 
Pani’s, and Mr. C. F. Jamieson, of Peoria, 

Mr. Jamieson moved that the next meeting of 
the Synod be held at Peoria. 

Col. Bennett wanted the honor conferred on St. 
Paul's. The Rev. Mr. Church thought St. John's 
should be the favored place for the meeting, and 
the Kev. Mr. Wilson spoke in favor of meeting at 
Peoria. The motion was temporarily postponed.

WILLIAM ORTON. 


THE AMERICAN ELECTRICAL SOCIETY 
met yesterday in Room 31 Union Building, to 
hear the report of the Committee appointed Tues- 
day. Mr. J. J. S. Wilson presided. 
Mr. W. U. Smith presented the following: 


IN MEMORIAM, 

The American Electrical Society mourns for one ot 
its most prominent members; for one who, without the 
extrinsic aids of inherited wealth or personal influence, 
had won an honorable. position among the foremost 
men of his age. 

William Orton was born on the 14th day of June, 
1826, at Cuba, Alleghany County, N. Y., and died in 
the City of New York on the morning of the 22d day of 
April, 1878. He was well though not iiberally educated. 

nat he lacked of the technical knowledge of the 
schools was more than made good by the graces 
of an affluent genius. Of his virtues, let 
us specify such a3 stood out prominently: Tenacity of 

urpose, untiring energy, moral courage, and sympa- 
hetic kindliness. Afteg a few years devoted to private 
business he was inducef in 1862 by the distinguished 
statesman at the head of the Treasury Department to 
enter the public service. He was useful in helping to 
organize a new revenue system, rendered necessary by 
the exigencies of war, and his promotion from Col- 
lector to the office of Commissioner of Internal Reve- 
nue was in the line of a wise CivilService. But the 
true history of William Orton began when he entered 
upon the career of manager of telegraphic enterprises. 
In October, 1865, resigned the office of 
Commissioner : Presidency of 
raph Company, 

idated with the 

Western Union Lelegraph Company, he became Presi- 
dent of the latter. e was now in a position that offer- 
ed possibilities tempting toa man biessed with great 
intellectual endowments and ambitious to be honorably 
useful. He became how more of a student than ever 
before, and naturally his researches led him to such 
sources Of information as could collaterally serve a 
man of affairs. It was at this period he was admitted 
tothe Bar. This disciplinary course strengthened and 
fully equipped an intellect by nature positive and 
analytical, and was the real secret of the brilliant 
achievements in subsequent contests with competing 
corporations and scheming legisiators. As these con- 
tests continued almost without interruption during a 
period of ten years, it is well to~note here the more 
memorabie results. Congress having under considera- 
tion a bill to create a telegraph and tal system in 
1869, Mr. Orton published an exhaustive statement on 
this 1 concluding with reasons why the Govern- 
ment should not compete with the people in the opera- 
tion of telegraphs; and three years later, when the 
3 was up again, he made a new argument before 
the House Committee on Appropriations. Dec. 64, 
on.
